supporiers workers fight for city hall jobs defeated 


WASHINGTON,.. Tuesday,.. May 
14.—Democratic floor leaders 
of the senate are secretly trying to 
percuade the President to agree to 
the shelving of important pending 
legislation. 

Their argument is that unless 
the list of controversial Issues is 
curtailed congress will be in ses¬ 
sion until August 1. 

The proposals the leaders are 
urging be dropped are: 

Title 11—the central hanking 
feature—of the administration’s 
hanking reform bill. This far- 
reaching provision is violently 
opposed by Senator Carter Glass 
and banking Interests. 

The provision in the Adminis¬ 
tration’s holding corporation 
bill, abolishing certain types of 
utility holding companies. The 
entire power industry is arrayed 
against this legislation. 

The Wagner labor disputes ; 
bill, opposed by practically ev¬ 
ery employer organisation in 
the country. 

The first two measures are cer¬ 
tain of enactment if allowed to 
come to a vote. The House already 
has passed the central banking 
proviso. There also is a 50-50 
chanco that the Wagner bill can 
be put through. 

In view of these facts, the secret 
scheme of the senate leaders has 
all the earmarks of a crafty at¬ 
tempt to sabotage the measures 
and thus avoid having to go on 
record on them.

POLITICIAN RELIEF 
-j-ALL, Chesterfieldian Senator 
Henry Fontain Ashurst, who 
once modestly described himself as 
a "veritable peripatetic bifurcated 
volcano in behalf of Democratic 
principles," has decided that the 
government isn't doing right by 
the politicians. 

With corporations, farmers, 
banks, veterans, railroads, etc., 
battening on treasury pap, the 
Arizonan contends that something 
should be done for the proper 
"feeding, care and nurture" of 
politicos. 

He advocates a politician-relief 
act. But until such a measure is 
enacted he has drawn up the fol¬ 
lowing regimen for the gentry: 

If a politician is troubled with 
insomnia he should read one of 
his own speeches or listen to one 
of a fellow politician. Sound 
sleep will then come to him 
quickly. 

If In need of exercise, the poli¬ 
tician should go in for "fence 
building.’’ If the lateral muscles 
of the body require development 
he should take up the practice of 
dodging. 

If the politician, during a 
campaign, finds it necessary to 
resort to flattery, he should 

spread it on, not in thin layers 
but with a trowel, or better still, 
a shovel. 

The politician should not for¬ 
get that voters never grow 

weary of Illusory promises. 

Politicians should ever re¬ 
member that the electorate sus¬ 
pects and distrusts men of su¬ 
perb intellect, calmness and 
serenity. 

And finally, the politician 
must always tell the people what 
they want to hear. 

"Such a course," says Ashurst, 

•’may not improve the govern¬ 

ment, but it will nourish the poli¬ 
tician."

SPUDS IS SPUDS 

|T looks as if the housewife will 
be spared an increase in the 
price of spuds at least this year. 

The attempt to put a processing 
tax on the lowly potato will not 
pass at this session despite the 
support of some of the ablest 
strategists in congress. 

Chief backers are Lindsay War¬ 
ren, representative of a North 
Carolina potato district, and hard¬ 
hitting Ralph Brewster, from the 
famous Aroostook, Maine, spud 
region. 

But they are up against two im¬ 
portant factors and one of less 
importance: 

1. The AAA is lukewarm. 
Secretary Wallace shakes his 
head and says he has enough 
enforcement troubles. Potato 
farmers would add several mil¬ 
lion more. 

2. The Kerr - Smith tobacco 
restriction act, after which the 
potato hill was modeled, was 
ruled unconstitutional in Ken¬ 
tucky. The AAA wants to test 
the final constitutionality of the 
act before adding more burdens. 

3. Of lesser importance is the 
opposition of Michigan’s Con-

ABOUT FACE 
SUDDENLY 

'Not Ready to Have It 
Vetoed,' Say 
Leaders

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, May 
14. CP)—Cash bonus leaders in 
congress decided suddenly today 
against sending the Patman cur¬ 
rency-bonus bill to President 
' Roosevelt yet because "we're not 
: ready to have it vetoed." 

Just when it would go was un- 
' determined. 

Senator Thomas (D., Okla)., 
who had announced last night he 
| would release the bill today by 
withdrawing his motion for recon¬ 
sideration of its passage and per¬ 
mit it to go to the white house, 
explained that several of the Pat¬ 
man bill supporters In the senate 
had been suddenly called away | 
and that if the bill was released it 
might be back again with a veto 
in an hour or two. 

“It might compel us to put on a 
filibuster until our friends got 
back,” he said. 

The Patman bill spokesman said 
he did not know of any chances in 
the senate which would alter the 
lineup on a vote on the veto. Ad¬ 
ministration leaders are counting 
on at least 35 votes to sustain the 
president.

California Holdings 
in Today's Deal

The transactions took place at !

The deals were conducted inde¬ 
pendently.

NEW DRILLING 
PLAN BEING 
STUDIED 

Proposal Considered At 
Sacramento, Reports 
State 

A new proposal, calling for ex¬ 
ploiting the state’s tideland oil 
resources at Huntington Beach 
both from the bluffs over-looking 
the ocean, and from the tidelands, 
is being considered at Sacramento. 
This was the information gleaned 
i yesterday from discussion of the 
subject among oil men. 

It is said in this connection 
| that some administration leaders 
are insisting that any drilling pro- 
I gram must be on a competitive 
i basis, and that the city of Hunt- 
| ington Beach, Orange county and 
I the state must have a share of 
the royalties. 

The bill before the legislature 
' which has been most widely 
| publicized calls for drilling only 
I on the bluffs. This would re¬ 
sult in the majority of the wells 
being placed on land now owned 
*>y the Standard Oil company. 
A royalty would be paid, both 
to the state and the city of 
Huntington Beach, but competi- 
tion would not be possible on 
! this basis, it Is pointed out. 

If the new program under con- 
1 sideration should be carried out, 
a new bill probably would be in- 
i trodueed to embody the competi- 
I tive feature and to provide for 
! both land and ocean drilling. By 
i arranging for ocean drilling, it 
l would be possible to open the 
project to bids from various con- 
I cerns. 

$2,000,000 Royalties 

The state is now receiving 
royalties amounting to abor . $2,- 
000,000 annually from approxi¬ 
mately 84 whipitocked wells 
j which have penetrated the tide- 
lands. If a similar number of 
wells were drilled under the newly 
suggested program, this might be 
I doubled. 

Orange county and the city of 
. Huntington Beach also would re- 
j ceive a share of the royalties.

Crippled by a paralytic' 
condition which gradually 
has increased his weight to 
1340 pounds, the 24-year-old 
J Santa Ana boy, who lives 
| vith his parents at 1325 West 
! First street, is <' med to spend i 
the rest of his days in bed unless 
kind-hearted citizens of Orange [ 
county come to the rescue by fur- ! 
nishing him a new wheel chair. 

-low unable to operate an old, j 
worn-out chair which was pur- | 
chased from a Long Beach sec¬ 
ond-hand store more than seven 
years ago, the enormous Vernon, 
an exceptionally cheerful youth 
| despite his physical handicap, is 
I missing all the joys of the spac- 
' ious outdoors. Confined to his 
home without proper transporta- 
. tion facilities, the Carpenter boy j 
sits helplessly upon his bed and 
: dreams of all he could do with a 
gasoline motor; 

Cannot Dress Himself 

I He desires to earn a liveli- 
o hood by selling magazines 
and newspapers; and 

2 He wants to be able to travel 
0 a few miles every day to 
meet various friends who will re¬ 
lieve his loneliness.' 

, Vernon cannot dress or undress 


himself. He cannot turn over in 
bed, or raise himself to a sitting 
position without the aid of 
mother, who is at his bedside con¬ 
st antly. She or her husband place 
Vernon into his home-made chair 
by sliding him on a table-leaf. 

After having carefully investi¬ 
gated Carpenter's predicament, 
The Journal today launches a 
campaign for contributions — 
large or small—to provide the 
crippled youth with a $250 wheel¬ 
chair, equipped with special motor 
and springs to offset his enor¬ 
mous weight. 

There is a sad story to be found 
in the past years of the Carpenter 
boy. 

Normal at Birth 

Born a healthy baby in Orange 
on July 5, 1910, Carpenter entered 
the Lemon street grammar school 
at the age of 6, and romped and 
played as care-free as most young¬ 
sters. But at 9 his growth be¬ 
came abnormal, and at 13 he 
weighed 200 pounds, too heavy to 
walk. 

Alarmed at Vernon's condition, 
Frank Carpenter, his father, 
placed his son in the Los Angeles 
Orthopedic hospital for two years, 
and spent a large sum of money 
for an operation which proved un¬ 
successful. Following an attempt 
to restore sleeping nerves by cut¬ 
ting deep gashes in his legs, Los 
Angeles physicians advised the 
Carpenter family that nothing 
could be done to help Vernon

Conference Called to 
Investigate; PWA 
Head in Denial 

Conferences were being held 
here today to determine the merit 
of complaints that steel workers 
from outside Orange county are 
being employed on construction of 
the city hall, while local steel 
workers are unable to secure em¬ 
ployment. 

V. W. Houghton, resident engi¬ 
neer inspector for the PWA, said 
| today that there has been no lack 
of compliance with the national 
recovery act with respect to em¬ 
ployment of steel workers on the 
[ city hall. 

1 Mr. Houghton said that sev¬ 
eral men who have protested 
that they wished to work on 
the job, have been told to report 
and try out to show that they 
are qualified, but that they have 
not done so. 

A conference was to be held this 
afte—>oon between Charles Fal- 
lert, manager of the National Re¬ 
employment service, and James 
E. Daigle, business representative 
I for the reinforcement iron work- j 
j ers local union No. 416 at Los An- j 
I geles. Fallert's position is that j 
j men wanting work should try out i 
' and show that they are qualified. ! 
j One of the features entering ! 
j the picture is that the job has 
j been declared a union job. Some 
of the men said to be seeking to 
work are not union men. 

Houghton said that there are 
only two qualified steel workers 
residing in Santa Ana and that 
they are both working on the high 
! school. 

PWA Contract 

I According to Fallert the con- j 
tract under which PWA jobs such j 
as the city hall are operated does 
not specify whether men employed 
shall be union men or not. 

The sub-contract for the steel 
| work on the city hall is held by 
J the Truscon Steel company of Los 
Angeles, the general contract be- 
j ing in the hands of Ball & Honer, 

| local contractors. Ball & Honer, 
j it is understood, do not exercise 
jurisdiction over employment of 
I men on sub-contracts.

Sky Train Takes 

Off For Havana 

MIAMI, Fla., Tuesday, May 14. | 
(A 3 )—Under perfect weather con- j 
ditions, the first international sky i 
train—two gliders towed by an J 
airplane—took off from here today ' 
on a one-stop flight to Havana, j 
Cuba. 

Following a test flight yester-1 
day, in which everything for the 
300-mile aerial journey was pro¬ 
nounced in readiness, the two 
gliders, piloted by J. K. (Jack) 
O'Meara of New York and E. Paal 
Du Pont, Jr., of Wilmington, Del., I 
sailed off to the south in the wake j 
of a 225-horsepower plane with 
Elwcod Kein of New York at the 
controls. 


Investigation Turned 
Down By Vote Of 
62 to 20 

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, May 
14. (A 3 )—The senate refused today 
to investigate Postmaster General 
Farley, as proposed by Senator 
Long (D., La.) 

The vote against the investiga¬ 
tion was 62 to 20. 

The Long resolution was defeat¬ 
ed after the Louisianan had in¬ 
troduced a new affidavit in hi* 
campaign against the postmaster 
general and Chairman McKellar of 
the post office committee had as¬ 
serted Long was "trying to de¬ 
stroy the character of a man who 
doesn’t agree with him.” 

Specific Charges 

The Louisianan had charged 
Farley, who also is chairman of 
the democratic national commit¬ 
tee, with seven specific acts of 
alleged wrong doing, including the 
use of his influence to change gov¬ 
ernment contracts with private 
firms and of benefiting indirectly 
through public works jobs. 

A majority of the senate post- 
office committee had made an ad¬ 
verse report on the resolution on 
March 8, contending Long had 
based his accusations entirely on 
“hearsay and rumor” and had not 
presented a case warranting an in¬ 
quiry. 

A minority, composed of repub¬ 
licans and the progressive, Senator 
LaFollette of Wisconsin, agreed 
that Long had failed to furnish 
sufficient evidence but favored the 
inquiry to “allay suspicion in the 
public mind.” 

Not a single democrat voted for 
the resolution but Senator Wheel- 
! er (D., Mont.), was paired for it. 

. That means if he had voted, he 
; would have favored the investiga- 
j tion.

Building, Loan Act 
Passes Legislature 

SACRAMENTO, Tuesday, May 
14. (A 3 )—The hopes of thousands of 
1 investors in California building 
■ and loan associations spurted up- 
! ward today with the final enact- 
I ment of the first major law to 
! come out of the 1935 legislature, 
the Scudder-Kallam-Jones building 
and loan rehabilitation act. 

The measure, carrying an 
urgency clause to make it effective 
immediately, was signed late yes¬ 
terday by Gov. Merriam, who 
looked upon it as a “great oppor¬ 
tunity" for re-establishing on firm 
financial basis a number of com¬ 
panies caught in the throes of the 
depression. 

| Pleasant Stovall, 
Famed Editor Dies 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Tuesday, May 
14. (A 3 )—Pleasant A. Stovall, editor 
of the Savannah Evening Press 
and a former United States min¬ 
ister to Switzerland, died today. 

The 77-year-old editor had been 
in poor health for some time. He 
died at his residence here. 

Long one of Georgia’s prominent 
figures in journalism, Stovall be¬ 
gan his newspaper career after 
graduating at University of 
Georgia in 1875.

Payment To Date Is Over 
90 Per Cent Of 
Total 

When the county books are 
closed for this fiscal year the tax 
delinquency probably will not ex¬ 
ceed 9 per cent for the fiscal year 
1934-35, according to Tax Collec¬ 
tor John Lamb. He said this 
morning that payment to date is 
better than 90 per cent of the total 
amount charged to his depart¬ 
ment for collection and payments 
are continuing to reduce the de¬ 
linquency. 

This year a total of $4,065,499.87 
was charged to the tax collector 
for county purposes in addition to 
$48,186.89 for independent sanitary 
districts under the control of their 
own assessors. Of this amount 
$3,669,435.77 has been collected for 
county purposes. 

Paid on Good Property 

In predicting not more than 
9 per cent delinquency at the end 
of the fiscal year, Lamb said that 
the taxes are now paid or will be 
paid on all good property in the 
county. The delinquency at the 
end of the year will cover, mostly, 
property of questionable value 
such as not altogether deserving 
sub-divisions, oil lots that never 
had a value and sub-divisions 
created in excess of the present 
demand. Some property that is 
overburdened with unnecessary im¬ 
provement assessments also will be 
allowed to go delinquent, he said. 

Lamb said that, while govern¬ 
ment loans, which included the 
payment of all taxes and assess¬ 
ments, accounted for a large part 
of the taxes paid this year, the 
major portion of the taxes were 
paid because of the restoration of 
confidence in the minds of proper¬ 
ty owners.

WINDBREAKS ON 
INCREASE 


With packing house data col¬ 
lected by his organization show¬ 
ing an increase, both in produc¬ 
tion and cash return to the grow¬ 
er, in orchards where the trees are 
protected the practice of planting 
windbreaks is increasing, accord¬ 
ing to Farm Advisor Harold E. 
Wahlberg. He pointed out that, 
although there have been no ex¬ 
tensive or serious winds in the 
Orange county citrus belt for the 
past two seasons, growers are 
mindful of their usual regular oc¬ 
currence and several new wind¬ 
breaks were planted this spring. 

Packing house data available at 
the farm advisor’s office was col¬ 
lected following the heavy winds 
of January, 1933, Wahlberg said. 
This data was obtained for the 
pu pose of comparison of returns 
from protected orchards with that 
of unprotected groves. Twenty- 
six orchards were used. Thirteen 
were protected and a like amount 
unprotected. Study of this data 
revealed that the protected orch¬ 
ards packed out more fruit of bet¬ 
ter quality than the exposed orch¬ 
ards and that the cash returns to 
the grower averaged $84 per acre 
more per year. This increased in¬ 
come is equivalent to a six per 
cent earning on an additional 
value of $1400 per year.

jobs as the work of harvesting or 
caring for other crops develops. 

Surveys are being made and 
estimates compiled to reveal the 
number of men who will be neces¬ 
sary for these pursuits. 

More Men Reporting 

A feeling of greater optimism 
prevailed among beet growers as 
more and more men were report- 
] ing for thinning jobs. The convic¬ 
tion that no one who refuses to 
work will be permitted help from 
the SERA appeared to be respon¬ 
sible in a large measure for the 
drifting of laborers to the fields. 
Yesterday the last 150 of the ag¬ 
ricultural workers were taken off 
the SERA relief eligibility lists, 
according to Director Terrence 
Halloran. 

At a meeting of beet growers 
yesterday afternoon in the Farm 
bureau offices, the situation was 
discussed with Halloran, Charles 
Fallert, head of the National 
Reemployment service, and oth¬ 
ers. A general belief that the 
situationls smoothing itself out 
was evident. Fallert said that 
probably 200 more men can find 
beet thinning work. 

There is still some trouble with 
men who do not respond to oppor¬ 
tunities for work and there are 
cases in which laborers assert that 
they have been unable to earn de¬ 
cent wages in the beet fields, but 
Fallert said he had found in a 
number of cases that these men 
did not make a real effort to 
make good. 

Thomas Loynd, field superin¬ 
tendent for the Holly Sugar 
company, made a survey of the 
county yesterday, after which 
he reported that if the men now 
working stay in the fields, the 
growers will be in good shape by 
the end of the week. The thin¬ 
ning work will last about three 
weeks longer. 

Loynd said, however, that some 
growers have been forced to pay 
five dollars per acre in order to 
get their fields thinned. The pre¬ 
vailing wage set at the beginning 
of the season was four dollars. 
Fields clean of weeds, where the 


Plenty of Help 

In the Los Alamitos district 
practically every farmer who 
needs help has secured it, Fallert 
said at yesterday’s meeting. Many 
of the men who have just reported 
there were given their work as¬ 
signments 10 days ago, he said. 

Roy E. Vincent of Bushard 
road near Talbert now has be¬ 
tween 60 and 65 men at work, 
whereas he was able to muster 
no more than 25 or 30 until last 
Saturday. He Is paying five dol¬ 
lars per acre. 

G. L. Harper, one and one-half 
miles southeast of Talbert, and W. 
L. Salisbury of the same vicinity 
have their thinners contracted for 
according to Loynd, but will pay 
five dollars per acre. 

Hoeing of early beets has been 
practically completed, at $1.50 per 
acre. It appeared probable that 
subsequent hoeings may cost two 
dollars per acre. 

Some concern has been ex¬ 
pressed regarding the May 15 
deadline set by the SERA as the 
time when agricultural labor 
must have gone to work on pri¬ 
vate jobs or become ineligible 
for work relief. This agreement 
reads "That after May 15 no 
agricultural labor shall be per¬ 
mitted to return to SERA rolls 
providing that every honest ef¬ 
fort has been exercised by the 
worker to secure a job and that 
by the class of work he per¬ 
forms he demonstrates every ef¬ 
fort to hold the same.’’ 

Roland D. Flaherty, executive 
secretary of the Farm bureau, 
stressed the explanation yesterday 
that there is no real shortage of 
labor here and that outsiders need 
not expect to find jobs waiting for 
them. There is work for Orange 
county men, but no dearth of labor 
if they take the available jobs. 

At yesterday’s meeting a vote of 
appreciation for the cooperation 
of the SERA and the National Re¬ 
employment service was extended 
to Halloran and Fallert, heads of 
the two organizations here. Hallo¬ 
ran said yesterday that the SERA 
work relief payroll dropped $10,- 
000 last week.

In this connection, Miller point¬ 
ed out that private business sup¬ 
plies the taxes which make it pos¬ 
sible for the cooperatives to oper¬ 
ate. One commercial bakery, he 
said, furnished more than 100,000 
loaves of bread year before last to 
unemployed groups, and last year 
provided 80,000 loaves, without 
cost to the consumers. This bak¬ 
ery, he pointed out, was one of 
which made a bid on the CCC 
camp business and was nosed out 
by the cooperative bakery offer.

NEW YORK, Tuesday, May 14. 
UP )—With June, “the month of 
brides,” around the corner, the 
question arises, where did all the 
bridal customs begin? 

Why can’t the bride wear lemon 
blossoms? Why not throw an old 
stocking after a newly-married 
pair instead of an old shoe? Why 
not have wedding pie instead of 
cake ? 

Most of our bridal traditions 
came from other countries and had 
their origin centuries ago; and al¬ 
though they’re a hodge-podge, 
most of them have definite mean¬ 
ing. 

Throwing of rice, for example, 
expresses a wish that the newly 
married pair will have children. 
The first nuptial rice-throwers 
were Persians; but other ancient 
countries threw cereals on their 
brides for the same reason 

A Nice Variant 

A pleasant variation of the rice- 
throwing custom, once practiced in 
some countries, was to empty a 
plate of shortbread on the bride. 

Wedding breakfasts began with 
the savages. It was part of their 
marriage rite for the bride and 
bridegroom to eat together. 

The bridegroom’s best man and 
ushers are survivals of primitive 
man’s "marriage by capture,” 
when he strode to his bride's tent 
and dragged her by the hair to his 
own dwelling—with the aid of a 
few masculine friends. 

The use of a canopy and a red 
carpet at the church, and the 
strewing of the bride's path with 
flowers go back to an ancient su¬ 
perstition that dangers beset the 
bride, and that she must be pro¬ 
tected overhead and underfoot. 

Walked on Iron 

It was felt that the bride would 
be unlucky if her foot touched the 
ground. Hence the custom for the 
husband to carry his bride over 
the threshold of their new home. 

Instead of strewing the bride’s 
path with flowers, some countries 
strew it with emblems of the 
bridegroom’s calling.—A carpen¬ 
ter’s bride walks on shavings, a 
butcher’s bride on sheepskin, and 
a blacksmith’s bride on scraps of 
iron. 

Old shoes are a good luck token 
traceable to an old Jewish law 
which made the shoe the symbol 
of exchange; and the orange-blos¬ 
som custom goes back to the early 
Saracens. 

Like rice, orange flowers repre¬ 
sent fruitfulness In marriage. The 
Saracens so regarded them be¬ 
cause the trees bear flowers and 
fruit at the same time. 

Ancient Romans baked the first 
wedding cakes, but they were poor 
fare, being made only of salt, 
water and flour.

bD—Both an invitation and a 
challenge to Great Britain were 
seen today by some Wall street 
monetary authorities in Secretary 
Morgenthau's remarks on stabili¬ 
zation of the dollar. 

The British pound has now be¬ 
come the great unknown quantity 
in world finance, it was pointed 
out, and the secretary made it 
clear that the United States is 
willing to stabilize, but must re¬ 
main prepared to d ilue further 
while the threat of similar action 
by “other great trading nations 1 ' 
remains. 

Wonder Expressed 

Some quarters in Wall street 
again wondered whether the treas¬ 
ury's silver policy was being used 
as a club over the head of the 
oritish monetary authorities. The 
secretary's failure to indicate any 
deviation in the American silver 
policy was followed by a prompt 
rise in the white metal price in 
London and Montreal, and it is 
believed in Wall street that con¬ 
tinued hoisting of the white metal 
price as result of the American 
program would prove embarrass¬ 
ing to London eventually, as re¬ 
sult of its huge interests in India.

June is expected to be the peak 
month in the Valencia orange sea¬ 
son for Orange county, as well as 
for other farm crops, in respect 
to their need for labor, it was 
announced yesterday at a meeting 
of farmers and others in the Farm 
bureau offices here. 

The largest Valencia orange 
crop in history, estimated at 47,- 
000 cars, is on Southern California 
trees, according to LeRoy Lyon of 
Anaheim, supervisor from the 
third district, who spoke at the 
gathering. The handling of this 
crop will require the largest 
volume of workers in the history 
of the industry, he estimated. 

Lyon said he expects about 2000 
cars per week to be shipped from 
the Southland next month and 
that Orange county probably will 
supply 50 per cent of this output. 

Employment coordinators are in 
the field now, making an estimate 
of the numbe 1 of workers who will 
be required in agricultural pur¬ 
suits during coming months. Dur¬ 
ing June it is anticipated that 
2000 pickers, in addition to those 
now working, will be needed, Lyon 
said. 

It is not expected that any 
problem of labor shortage will de¬ 
velop if proper agreements are 
made for keeping men moving 
i from crop to crop as they are 
, ready for harvest. There always 
is an influx of citrus workers 
from other areas as the Valencia 
season reaches its peak, and it is 
i anticipated that this normal sup-

Pains associated with sinusitis 
are characteristic enough and yet 
they may be caused by a great 
variety of other conditions. Prom¬ 
inent among these is disease of the 
teeth, and particularly impacked 
or “crowded” wisdom teeth. In 
addition to causing so-called sinus 
headaches, an impacted wisdom 
tooth may also cause what is 
termed “referred pains” in the ear. 

Defects of vision (nearsight and 
astigmatism) may also cause 
headaches similar to those pro¬ 
duced by disease of the sinuses. 

Organic conditions, such as kid¬ 
ney disease and high blood pres¬ 
sure, the onset of different dis¬ 
eases in which fever is a promi¬ 
nent feature, may also give rise 
to headaches which are hard to 
differentiate from those associated 
with sinusitis. 

The headache of migraine is also 
at times mistaken for sinusitis. 
However, in this latter condition, 
the headache is associated with 
visual disturbances and nausea, 
and these latter symptoms are not 
commonly witnessed in sinusitis. 


In addition, migraine has a peri¬ 
odic characteristic, coming in 
cycles. 

From all the foregoing it can be 
seen that the diagnosis of sinusitis 
from the headache symptom alone 
is neither easy nor dependable, 
Furthermore, the amount of pain 
present is not always commensur¬ 
ate with the severity of the in¬ 
flammation of the affected sinus. 
A very little involvement may give 
rise to great pain, while a sinus 
may be full of almost pure us and 
produce nc pain at all. 

The diagnosis of sinusitis, there¬ 
fore, calls for thorough examina¬ 
tion of the sinuses, including the 
use of transillumination, x-ray 
studies of the sinuses, and at times 
diagnostic irrigation or washing 
out of the sinuses. 

The impression is widespread 
that sinusitis is a chronic condition 
which seldom yields to treatment. 
While indeed sinusitis does tax the 
skill of the doctor and the pa¬ 
tience of the sufferer, there is no 
warrant for deep pessimism.
